Hovr  many  strange  questions  tire  asked  in  re- ' 
gard  to  religion.  ‘Have  you  got  religion  Have  i 
you  experienced  religion?’  These  are  questions 
as  common  as  our  meals.  If  to  any  of  these  ques- 1 
tions  we  sliould  return  the  interrogatory,  u’Aa?  is  | 
religionf  how  few  of  those  who  are  active  in  in-i 
terrogating  others,  could  render  a  correct  answer,  i 

And  yet  how  important  is  that  question,  what  is 
religion?  How  often  do  men,  and  women,  and; 
children,  fall  into  error  in  reference  to  it!  They  ■ 
mistake  a  certain  round  of  ceremonies  for  religion ; 
and  not  unfrequently,  when  their  fears  have  been 
eKcilec),  and  they  have  been  deeply  wrought  upon 
for  a  time,  by  the  efforts  of  cunning  men,  they  I 
conclude  that  this  mere  excitement  is  religion;  and 
when  they  get  through  with  it,  they  claim  to  have  I 
experienced  religion.  But  are  they  any  tciserl — | 
Not  at  all.  Are  they  any  more  honest?  or  kind?* 
or  frugal?  or  industrious.'  Not  at  all.  Are  they 
really  ueiicr  in  any  sense?  In  the  most  of  cases 
they  are  not;  and  frequently  their  condition  is  ! 
worse,  for  they  become  bigots,  furious,  sour,  cen-l’ 
sorious.  How  necessary  is  it  that  these  evils' 
should  be  corrected.  Here  are  people,  claiming 
to  be  God’s  peculiar  flock,  who  are  so  blinded  on 
the  subject  of  religion,  that  while  they  suppose  . 
their  souls  are  full  of  his  true  spirit,  and  are  ex-  l' 
)>ecting  to  gain  eternal  glory  in  consequence  of 
the  copiousness  with  which  God  has  poured  it  up-|| 
on  them,  know  so  little  of  wliat  it  really  is,  that 
they  sadly  neglect  its  most  important  duties.  i, 

'4’o  whom,  then,  shall  we  go  for  an  answer  to  ' 
our  question?  Shall  we  go  to  those  ‘  blind  leaders  i 
of  the  blind,’  who  are  continually  striving  to  op-'' 
erate  upon  the  fears  of  the  people? — who  are  i| 
themselves  almost  wholly  destitute  of  the  spirit  of 
Christ? — and  who  by  their  operations  have  done 
more  hurt  to  the  community,  than  they  can  ever 
counterbalance,  even  if  they  were  to  repent  at  this 
moment?  Shall  we  go  to  these?  No,  no;  go  to  ' 
the  Bible,  the  Bible.  Learn  what  pure  religion  is  I 
lioin  the  pages  of  that  Holy 'Book,  the  guide  which 
God  hatli  given  us,  the  standard  bv  wiiich  all  ouri 
opinions  and  all  our  actions  should  be  tried.  First  i 
of  all  then,  remember,  you  do  not  find  in  the  Bible  |l 
the  exnression, — *  revivals  of  religion’— there  is  ' 
no  sucii  language  in  the  book.  You  never  find  in  :i 
the  Bible  such  an  expression  as  experiencing  rc-ji 
/tgiOTi,’— it  is  not  there.  You  neverfind  there  the 
popular  questions,  ‘Have  you  got  an  interest  in 
Christ?  ‘  Have  you  obtained  a  hope?’  ‘  Have  , 
you  got  religion?’  ‘  Have  y'ou  experienced  relig-  ! 
ion?’  There  is  an  entire  absence  of  ail  such  1 
phraseology.  If  we  are  not  right  in  this  matter, 
just  produce  tlie  texts, — give  us  chapter  and  verse.  ! 
Come  ‘  Recorder,’  ‘  Watchman,’  ‘  Puritan.’  ‘  Zi¬ 
on’s  Herald,’  point  out  the  passages,  if  this  lan¬ 
guage  is  anywhere  to  be  found  in  the  word  of 

What  then  docs  the  Bible  say  about  religion? — 
Does  it  say,  there  is  no  such  thing  as  religion.^ — 
No — it  does  not.  It  declares  there  is  such  a  thing, 
— it  tells  us  what  true  religion  is, — it  points  out 
the  marks  of  false  religion;  but  it  .loes  not  repre¬ 
sent  religion  as  it  is  represented  at  the  present  day 
by  the  sclf-Ktylcd  people  of  God.  ‘  'To  the  law 
and  to  the  testimony.’  What  .saith  the  Scriptures? 

We  will  now  bring  up  every  passage  In  the  Bible 
in  which  the  word  religion  occurs;  and  then  our 
readers  will  have  the  advantage  of'knowing  how 
many  times  it  is  found  in  that  blcs.sed  Book,  and 
precisely  what  is  said  in  regard  to  it. 

1st.  The  First  place  in  which  the  word  religion 
occurs  in  the  Bible,  is  Acts  xx’vi:  6,  in  which  we 
find  Paul  speaking  of  his  manner  of  life  fVom  his 
youth;  and  he  says  all  the  Jews  knew,  ‘  that  after' 


the  most  straitest  sect  of  our  religion,  I  lived  a  j 
Pharisee.’  What  religion  was  referred  to?  Ans. 
The  Jews’  religion, — that  in  which  Paul  had  been* 
educated,  and  which  he  abandoned,  whe.-i  he  be-; 
came  a  believer  in  Christ.  ,  | 

2il.  W^e  next  find  the  word  oocurring  twice  in 
Gal.  i.  13,  14,  ‘  For  ye  have  heard  of  my  conver- ; 
sation  in  time  past  in  thi::  Jews’  religion; 
[what  kind  of  a  religion  was  it?  See  what  fol¬ 
lows]  how  that  beyond  measure  I  persecuted  the 
church  of  God  and  wasted  it;  and  profited  in  the 
Jews’  religion  above  many  my  equals  in  my 
own  nation,  being  more  exceedingly  zealous  of 
the  traditions  of  my  fathers.’  The  religion  here 
spoken  of  did  not  come  from  Christ, — it  was  the 
Jews’’  religion.  Paul  did  not  become  a  good  man 
until  after  he  renounced  it. 

3d.  We  next  find  the  word  religion  in  James  i. 
26,  as  follows:  ‘  If  any  man  among  you  seeen  to 
be  religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue,  but  de- 
ceiveth  his  own  heart,  this  man’s  religionis  vain.’ 
Amen,  we  say. 

4th.  and  lastly.  The  only  remaining  place  in 
w  hich  we  find  the  word  religion  is  Jas.  i :  27;  and 
here  we  have  a  full  and  perfect  definition  of  what 
pure  religion  is.  Listen,  reader;  open  your  heart 
as  well  as  your  ears.  Pure  religion  and  undc- 
filed  before  God  and  the  Pother  is  this  (f3^»To 
visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  eviction, 
and  to  keep  themselves  unspotted  from  the  world.’ 
This  .is  religion.  Now  we  have  found  it.  It 
comes  from  the  lips  of  God’s  chosen  servant 
James.  And  what  is  it?  Is  it  a  belief  in  endless 
damnation?  No.  Does  it  consist  in  excitement? 
in  fear?  in  a  mysterious  change  of  nature?  No. 
Is  it  a  sudden  emotion  of  the  soul?  No-^it  is  a 
course  of  life.  It  consists  in  two  departments  of 
duty.  1st.  In  deeds  of  benevolence  and  mercy: 
and  2d.  In  avoiding  ail  moral  pollution.  Such  is 
religion  in  its  primitive  symplicity;  .such  is  the 
definition  God  has  given  of  it, — such  is  religion 
pure  and  iindcfiled  ‘before  God  and  the  Father.’ 

0  ye,  who  profess  to  believe,  in  a  local,  special 
judgment  in  eternity,  in  which  you  will  stand  un¬ 
screened  before  your  Judge,  have  ye  that  religion 
which  is  pure  and  undefiled  ‘  before  God  and  the 
Father?’  You  can  not  deceive  him.  But  if  he 
will  .see  you  then,  does  he  not  see  you  now?  If 
you  are  hypocrites,  if  you  are  neglecting  the  great 
and  important  duties  of  life,  if  you  are  slandering 
your  neighbors,  if  you  hate  all  who  differ  from 
you,  if  ye  bite  and  devour  each  other,  if  ye  hope 
by  bended  knees  and  uplifted  eyes  to  alone  for  the 
want  of  mercy  and  justice,  God  have  mercy  on 
you.  What  are  ye  like  unto  but  ‘  whited  sepul 
chres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward,  but 
are  within  full  of  dead  men’s  bones  and  all  un- 
cleanncss?’ 

We  have  now  examined  every  passage  in  the 
Bible  in  which  the  word  religion  occurs — every 
one.  We  see  that  it  occurs  fic?  times,  and  the 
adjective  religion  occurs  ttcice.  Act  xiii :  43  and 
Jas.  i:  26.  We  have  seen  that  the  common  lan¬ 
guage  in  regard  to  religion  is  not  to  In*  found  in 
the  Scriptures  But  if  we  have  seen  that  the  holy 
name  of  religion  is  very  much  abused,  and  that 
there  i;;  much  of  false  religion  in  the  world ;  which 
to  gain  credit  has  assumeda  mask,  claiming  to  be 
genuine,  still  let  us  not  forget,  that  there  is  such  a 
thing  as  pure  religion  and  undefiled  in  the  sight  of 
God.  And  what  is  it?  It  is  to  do  deeds  of  mercy. 
God  prefers  mercy  to  sacrifice.  It  is  also  to  avohl 
every  sin;  to  fly  from  the  very  appearance  of  evil. 
Here  are  both  the  positive  and  negative  virtues, 
the  active  display  of  the  benevolent,  qualities  bf 
the  heart,  the  freedom  from  actual  sin.  Let  us  all 
then  cultivate  a  spirit  of  religion,  of  that  religion 
which  is  pure  and  undefiled  in  t^  eight  of  &)d. 


Let  us  remember  that  there  is  no  religion  worth 
the  having,  which  does  not  make  us  better  men 
and  women  in  this  lower  world. — [Tniinpet.

It  is  truth :  and 
beauty  and  truth  are  from  God,  and  must  triumph 
over  deformity  and  error,  therefore  it  must  even¬ 
tually  overcome  all  opposition.  When  t^  dark 
and  bewildered  minds  of  some  men  are  conjuring 
up  arguments  which  Would  consign  all  mankind  to 
an  everlasting  sleep  in  the  narrow  tomb;  when 
others  from  their  vitiated  imaginations  are  crea 
ting  a  world  foul  and  black,  and  peo|ding  it  with 
groaning  ghosts  and  wretched  spirits,  and  those 
very  ghosts  are  fathers  and  mothers,  brothers  and

The  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Harris¬ 
burg,  has  given  a  decision,  in  regard  to  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  which  we  think  both  false  and  injurious. — 
The  decision  was  given  in  the  case  of  Specht  vs. 
the  Commonwealth.  ‘  This  case,’  says  the  Ledger, 
was  arg^d  some  time  since  by  Thaddeus  Stevens 
and  J.  £.  Brady  for  the  plaintiff  in  error,  and  by 
Judge  Neill,  of  Chambersburg,  adversely.  The 
facts  in  the  case  are  briefly,  that  the  man  Specht 
is  a  farmer  and  a  Seventh  Day  Baptist,  residing  in 
Franklin  county,  who  was  indicted  lor  pursuing 
his  ordinary  avocations  on  Sunday — such  as  haul¬ 
ing  out  manure,  etc., — and  fined  by  the  Court. —

A  mare  histo- 
riaa  would  have  drawn  formal  portraits.  But  the  indi¬ 
viduals  of  the  New  Testament  look  out  upon  us  frojn 
the  living  page  with  ull  the  vividness  of  reality.  Tho’ 
we  get,  perhaps,  but  a  mere  glimpse  of  them,  they  are 
stamped  in  full  relief  upon  our  conceptions.  One  ex¬ 
pression,  or  act,  exposes  their  spiritual  attitude  and  re¬ 
veals  them  to  ns  far  better  than  any  extrinsic  representa¬ 
tion.  Even  of  the  Master  himself,  we  have  no  labored 
description.  His  moral  lineaments  are  not  concentrated 
for  us  in  any  graphic  summary  ;  we  must  collect  them 
from  fragments,  each  illustrating  the  spirit  that  was  in 
him,  and  the  whole  unconsciously  forming  the  symmetry 
of  that  character  which  is  the  exhaustless  study  and 
model  of  mankind.  How  little  in  the  way  of  formal 
description,  is  said  of' Peter;  yet  how  prominently  does 
Peter  stand  out  from  the  canvass  !  How  distinct  has  the  i 
scepticism  of^Thomas  rendered  our  conception  of  him  !  ! 
And  how  fearfully  have  a  few  glances  of  the  artless  pen 
opened  before  us  the  dark  and  lacerated  soul  of  the  apos¬ 
tate  and  traitor ! 

One  of  ihe  finest  of  these  momentary  yet  complete 
delineations  is  the  representation  of  the  two  sisters,  Mary  I 
and  Martha.

In  the  season  of  affliction  both  fel' 
the  keenness  of  bereavement ;  yet  the  one  kept  her  eyes 
and  her  ears  open  to  the  ordinary  communications  of  the 
world,  the  other  shrouded  her  grief  more  closely  about 
the  heart,  and  '  sat  still  in  the  house.’  In  the  day  of  de- 
liverante,  both  were  filled  with  thankfulness ;  but  the 
one  expressed  her  gratitude  in  the  bustlmg  service  of  a 
feast,  the  other  in  the  silent  fragrance  of  the  ointment. 
In  abort  both  were  possessed  of  excellences  for  both  were 
the  friends  of  Jesus;  but  each  represented  a  peculiar 
order  of  virtues.  I'he  one  manifested  that  practical  po¬ 
sition  which  mingles  with  the  realities  of  life,  and  read¬ 
ily  lays  hold  of  them.  She  who  is  endowed  with  such 
a  disposition  will  worthily  disi'harge  important  duties. — !
